City opts out of grant to 
buy downtown building

The Grayling City Council has 


pulled the plug on plans to pur- 


chase and demolish a downtown 
building 

The city council, at its regular 
meeting last week, voted to opt 
out of an $85,400 Community 
Development Block Grant from 
the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority 
(MSHDA), which would have 
paid to purchase and demolish 
the building located at 117 
Michigan Avenue. 

The city was awarded a 
MSHDA Land Assembly grant 
in June. The state program is 
designed to help communities 
acquire and demolish blighted 
properties to assist in the preven- 
tion of additional deterioration 
with a tradition downtown busi- 
ness district. The city had 
pledged a $33,820 match for the 
project. 

City offictals, however, opted 
to back out of the purchase 
agreement based on an initial 
appraisal of the property. Bob 
Peters, an engineer from Otwell 
Mayby, a Traverse City based 
firm, conducted an environmen- 
tal assessment of the building 
and told city officials that there 
may be asbestos that needs to be 
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removed. 

City officials said they were 
reluctant to move ahead with the 
project, fearing increased clean 
up cost for the asbestos abate- 
ment. . 

“Tt was getting to the point 
where it was going to cost too 
much money,” said Grayling 
Mayor Larry Akers. 

Mark Burbo, of Trenton, is 
the owner of the building, which 
last housed the former DXR 
Computers. 

The initial building was con- 
structed in 1900, according to 
county recerds. An addition was 
completed in 1969. A barbershop. 
and various restaurants operated 
in the building over the years. 

Joe Borgstrom, director of 
MSHDA’s Community Action 
Team which oversees the distrib- 
ution of the grants, said the city 
still has the option to continue 
with the grant program, but 
understands their concerns with 
the project. 

“It's understanding, when a 
project which gets more compli- 
cated, that they shy away from tt 
and decide not to proceed,” 
Borgstrom said. “We’re hoping 
that when Grayling needs assis- 
tance in the future, they will call

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Downtown 
improvement plans

The City of Grayling’s 
Downtown Development 


Authority (DDA) is focused on 
two major initiatives to move 
plans to spruce up the business 
district forward. 

The DDA held an information- 
al meeting with downtown busi- 
ness owners last week to update 
them on the DDA plans. 

The DDA is hoping to repave 
Michigan Avenue, install land- 
scaped brick sidewalks and 
improve parking to make the 
downtown district a more invit- 
ing place to visit and shop. 

The project, which was initial- 
ly estimated to cost $1.2 million 
to $1.4 million, was scaled to $1 
million by a committee of DDA 
and city council officials this 
spring. 

Pete Ingvarsson, chairman of 
the DDA board, said members of 
the committee will be visiting 
business owners in hopes of 
gathering signatures on a peti- 
tion to establish a special assess- 
ment district to help fund the 
project. 

City officials have proposed to 
establish a millage for downtown 
business owners as well as a spe- 
cial assessment district. The city 
has pledged to pay a portion of 
the local income tax revenues for 
the improvements. More than 5] 
percent of the property owners 
would have to sign the petition 
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Fifteen artists from the region showcased their work at 
the Devereaux Memorial Crawford County Library last 
weekend during a program called Meet Art — Not Your 
Neighbor or Your Brother-in-law.

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for the project to proceed. 

DDA members have held off 
on circulating the petitions while 
they are pursuing the two sepa- 
rate grants to help fund the pro- 
ject. 

The city is seeking a grant 
from the Michigan Department 
of Transportation that would 
help pay for the streetscape 
improvements. A second 
Community Development Block 
Grant is being sought from the 
Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation, 
which would help pay for infra- 
structure and utility upgrades for 
the project. 

“The business people wanted 
us to go after these grants and 
they each have their time 
frames,” Ingvarsson said, 

Kim Millikin, a Grayling city 
council member and liaison for 
the DDA board, filed a letter of 
intent to apply for the MEDC 
grant. The grant would pay to 
replace water and sewer lines, 
storm sewers, fire hydrants and 
repave the streets on Michigan 

Avenue. Planned infrastructure 
upgrades along Burton Court, 
which runs behind downtown 
businesses, was also included in 
the project. 

“I didn’t want the two separate 
grants to compete against each 
other so we rolled it all into one 
grant,” she satd, “In the worst

A Grayling Township based 
lumber manufacturer will begin a 
multi-million dollar investment 
project this week which will 
allow the company to retain 
dozens of jobs. 

AJD Forest Products — will 
begin the first phase of a $3.5 
million to $5 million plant reha- 
bilitation project on Friday. 

Equipment used to trim and 


sort the lumber at AJD Forest 


Products will be replaced with 
new computerized equipment 
which will allow the manufactur- 
ing process to be done more effi- 
ciently, 

The equipment replacement 
will take place over the next two 
weeks, 

Next, AJD Forest Products will 
upgrade the equipment which 
trims the bark off the edge of the 
boards. Instead of two men feed- 
ing boards into the edging equip- 
ment, the boards will be able to 
be scanned, sorted and fed into 
the equipment by an employee 
from a control room. 

Finally, the circular saw used 
to cut the raw logs will be 
replaced with a band saw and the 
building where the logs are cut 
will be expanded. 

“What we're trying to do is get 
as much lumber out of the logs as 
we can so we can increase our 
yield,” said Dave Stephenson, the 
president of  AJD Forest 
Products. “The plant upgrades 


are a necessity for us to survive .

Ground to be broken on new animal shelter 


With the 15th anniversary of 
the Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County just a few months away, 
the organization will break 
ground, ceremonially, on a new 
facility next Wednesday, begin- 
ning a new era. 

“The bid process has begun, 
so we wanted to go ahead with a 
short ceremony to break ground 
at the site,” announced Sharon 
Priebe, shelter president. ‘We 
have waited a long time for this 
day to come and we want every- 
one to join us tn an informal cel- 
ebration.” 

The groundbreaking ceremo- 
ny is scheduled for Sept. 27, at | 
p.m., near the entrance of the 
Crawford County Fairgrounds. 
The public is encouraged to take 
a few minutes to attend this 
“kick-off to construction” event. 

“We really would love to see 
our hundreds of supporters at 
the groundbreaking,” Priebe 


said. “The help and support of 
so many citizens, local offictals, 
businesses, and service groups 
has made this day possible and 
we want everyone to be part of 
this new beginning.” 

The new shelter will be locat- 
ed at the northwest corner of the 
fairground’property and contain 
27 dog kennels and cat colony 
quarters to house about 25 cats. 
The current shelter contains 13 
kennels and an old mobile home 
houses cats in cages. 

The current capital campaign, 
the Gimme’ Shelter $10,000 
Challenge, has received almost 
$3,900 as of this writing. Those 
funds and subsequent donations 
will be matched by an anony- 
mous donor, up to a total of 
$10,000 to help build the new 
shelter. The total building fund 
is now over $101,000, about 
one-third of the cost of building 
and equipping the new facility. 


“Even though our County 
Commissioners have secured a 
loan on our behalf to build this 
new facility, it really is up to all 
of us to help ‘pay the mortgage’, 
so to speak,” said shelter treasur- 
er, Cheryll Ruley. “The more 
we collect in donations while 
the project is in process, the 
smaller our monthly payment 
will be.” 

“We would like to have the 
new shelter paid for sooner than 
later so we can concentrate on 
caring for the animals.” 

Another way people can help 
is to bring their pets to the annu- 
al Blessing of the Animals, 
scheduled for Oct. 1, at 2 p.m., 
at St. Francis Episcopal Church 
on M-72 West in Grayling. 
Reverend Elizabeth Chace will 
bless each animal in attendance.

Flying Trees? Habitat enhancement 


During the week of Sept 
whole trees will once again be 
flown and placed tn the Au Sable 
River as habitat enhancement 
work continues. Huron ‘Pines 
will administer the funding 
acquired through two grants, 
strengthening a partnership with 
the United States Forest Service 
and Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources. The partner- 
ship, which represents participa- 
tion on the federal, state, and 
local non-profit levels, is focused 
on replenishing a diminished 
resource in the riverine ecosys- 
tem. That resource is the pres- 
ence of large woody debris. 

Historically, large woody 
debris entered the river system as 
fallen trees from forested areas 
along the riverbank. Large 
woody debris structures provide 
numerous functions in the river 
system, 

‘Yn addition to providing habi- 
tat diversity for numerous species 
of fish, invertebrates, reptiles and 
amphibians, the debris protects 
the stream banks from erosion 
and buffers the effects of high 
water flows,” adds Patrick Ertel, 
Huron Pines Restoration Project 
Manager.

scenic matter is contributed to 
the base of the aquatic food 
chain. With the onset of the log- 
ging era in Northeast Michigan, 
woody debris in the river was 
cleared to allow downstream 
transport of timber. The forested 
banks were logged which further 
prevented the input of new 
woody debris. 

To accomplish the goal of 
placing nearly 500 whole trees 
into two stretches of the Au Sable 
River, a helicopter is being con- 
tracted to fly the trees from near- 
by Forest Service land. Use of 
the helicopter allows for the 
placement of whole trees. With 
the root mass still intact when 
these trees are placed, the com- 
plexity of the structural habitat 
increases, beyond the practice of 
cutting trees and just placing the 
above-ground portion in the river. 
The root mass also helps anchor 
the trees at the predetermined site 
where they will be placed. 

The sites for this project are 
the two mile stretch downstream 
of the Alcona Dam_ stopping 
before Thompson’s Landing and 
a 1.5 mile stretch downstream of 
the Mio Dam starting at Davis 
Landing. Work will take place 
near the Alcona Dam on Monday 


and ready: Sept. 18-.19. The 
stretch below the Mio Dam will 
be worked on the following 
Wednesday and Thursday, Sept. 
20 - 21. There will be road clo- 
sures and public advisories asso- 
ctated with these activities. 
Maps of closed areas are avail- 
able at the US Forest Service 
District Offices in Mio «and 
Oscoda and at the Lumbermen’s 
Monument, 

Huron Pines, whose mission is 
to conserve the forests, lakes and 
streams of Northeast Michigan, 
is one of many organizations 
working to replenish large woody 
debris in aquatic habitats, includ- 
ing the Au Sable River. In addi- 
tion to habitat enhancement, 
Huron Pines achieves its mission 
through activities including 
stream bank erosion control, the 
developinent of watershed man- 
agement plans, forest steward- 
ship, and outreach and education. 
Huron Pines remains successful 
at accomplishing these tasks by 
fostering partnerships between 
multiple organizations with simi- 
lar goals, and focusing on the 
active, hands-on approach to 
completing projects.

MONEY FLOWS - Recent news sto- 
ries tell of the state awarding $100 mil- 
lion in “Granholm Grants” to a variety of 
state businesses to build jobs for the 
future. 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm came up with 
the program, and announced the awards, 
perhaps significantly, abqut six weeks 
before the November 7 election when 
she faces a tough battle to keep her job. 

That’s one of the political facts of life: 
Those in power can arrange the calendar 
like that. 

But what about the principle behind 
giving tax dollars to selected companies 
to spur their growth. The $100 million 
went to 61 different companies to 
encourage technological discoveries and 
job creation, both worthy goals. 

All well and good, but if these were

such worthy investments for tax dollars, 
why not pursue financing from venture 
capitalists and other private sources? 
With Michigan governments, both state 
and local, in such dire straits these days, 
is that the best use of $100 million in 
taxpayer dollars? 

In the same vein, a few days earlier 
Gov. Granholm and the Ford Motor Co. 
jointly announced the state had promised 
$151 million in state tax incentives to 
Ford if it decides to invest in Michigan 
the $1 billion in new research, develop- 
ment and retooling efforts which Ford 
said it is considering. That was before 
the most recent Ford upheaval of slash- 
ing more jobs and closing more plants. 

We all hope Ford stays and grows in 
Michigan, but again, is it proper to give 
away taxpayer money to private, busi- 
ness, even though everybody’s doing it? 

From a practical standpoint, a heavy 
consideration must be that if Michigan 
doesn’t grant such incentives, then Ohio 
or Indiana or Tennessee or several other 
states will. But is it the right thing to do? 

What ever happened to the old private 
and individual enterprise spirit that made 


America great?

What to do if you receive an IRS notice 


It’s a moment many taxpayers 
dread. A letter arrives from the 
IRS — and it’s not a refund 
check. Don’t panic; many of 
these letters can be dealt with 
simply and painlessly. 

Each year, the IRS. Sends mil: . 
lions of letters and notices to.tax-.. 
payers’ to request payment of 
taxes, notify them of a change to 
their account or request addition- 
al information. The notice you 
receive normally covers a very 
specific issue about your account 
or tax retum. Each letter and 
notice offers specific instructions 
on what you are asked to do to 
satisfy the inquiry. You should 
review the correspondence and 
compare it with the information 
on your return.

I’m proud that your elected 
township representatives are very 
progressive and proactive and are 
already taking steps to meet the 
challenges of the future.

The differences in the laws 
regulating a charter township are 
subtle, but important. The only 


difference immediately visible to 


the public would be the election 
of two additional trustees at the 
next general election. The 
Charter Township Act (PA 359 of 
1947) also grants townships addi- 
tional flexibility in their organiza- 
tional structure, boundary protec- 
tion against annexation, and in 
some cases, enharices the town- 
ships’s general tax authority. 

The. Grayling Township board 
is not interested in enhancing its 
tax authority. We prefer that any 
change in our current taxing 
authority be determined by a vote 
of the people, If the township 
board adopts charter 
through a motion, it can’t raise 
your taxes unless it asks for the 
people’s approval at the ballot 
box. That’s no different than our 
current taxing authority as a gen- 
eral law township and that’s the 
way we want to keep it.

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Grace Alone 


We cannot over emphasize the 
important of understanding and 
believing Romans 3:24: “Being 
justified freely by his grace 
through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus.” We explained it last 
week in reference to other Holy 
Scriptures, Today we will study 
ihe meaning of key words. What 
does the Bible mean by “being 
justified?” “Justification” is a 
work of God whereby lost sinners 
are “justified” or declared “just” 
based upon the finshed work of 
Jesus Christ as our Savior, Some 
remember the word “justified” as 
“just-as-if-Pd-never-sinned.” That 
is a good way to remember the 
word, but it does not tell the com- 
plete meaning. Part of justification 
ts God declaring us Just or 
Justified on the basis of the substi- 
tulionary death, burial, and resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ for our sins. 
The second part of justification is 
God declaring us Just or Justified 
on the basis of the perfect life or 
righteousness of Jesus Christ 


imputed to our account. — ! 
Corinthians 5:21 tied these two 
provisions together: “21For he 


(God the Father) hath made him 
(God the Son) to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
hin.”

Our justification is “freely by 
his grace” reminding us that we do 
not merit or deserve any part of 
our justification. Someone has 
called g-r-a-c-e: “God’s Riches 
At Christ’s Expense.” Jesus Christ 
is God’s grace toward us. It is free 
grace because there was no obliga- 
tion on God’s part to save us, and 
we have done nothing to merit His 
salvation. Romans 11:6 reminds 
us that grace and works do not mix 
in God’s salvation: 6And if by 
grace, then is it no more of works: 
otherwise grace is no more grace. 
But if it be of works, then is it no 
more grace: otherwise work is no 
more work.” Galatians 1:6 tells 
us any gospel which adds to the 
gospel of grace for salvation is 
another gospel: “61 marvel that 
ye are so soon removed from him 
that called you into the grace of 
Christ unto another gospel: 
7TWhich is not another; but there 
be some that trouble you, and 
would pervert the gospel of 
Christ.” To add or subtract from 
the grace of Christ is to pervert the 
gospel of Christ... Those who per- 
vert the gospel of grace are under 
God’s curse, (Galatians 
1:8,9).God’s gospel of grace is 
stated in Ephesians 1:8,9: “8Fer 
by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: it 
is the gift of God: 9Not of works, 
lest any man should boast.”
